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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments are respectfully not found 
persuasive for the following reasons. 

Applicants cited the following passages in the specification: (1) page 2, lines 12-14; (2) page 2, lines 20-23, (3) page 16, line 5 to 
page 17, line 1, (4) page 16, lines 22-27, (5) example 2 on page 22, (6) page 23, lines 9-15, and (7) page 24, lines 3-11 as written 
supports for the instant claimed inventions. However, it is noted that none of the cited passages relates to a method for identifying an 
inhibitor of heart valve degeneration or a method for determining the safety of a drug having the recited steps. On the contrary, relevant 
passages relating to the presently claimed inventions simply teach a method for identifying an inhibitor of heart valve degeneration in 
which a test compound is determined whether or not it reduced the proliferation of heart valve cells, and where the reduction of 
proliferation indicates that the test compound is an inhibitor of heart valve degeneration (page 4, lines 15-19, page 19, line 9 continues to 
line 1 1 of page 20), and a method for determining the safety of a drug involves simply the determination whether or not the drug induced 
proliferation of heart valve cells, and where the induction of proliferation indicates that the drug promotes heart valve degeneration (page 
4, lines 20-23; page 20, lines 12-18). It is also noted that disclosure in an application that merely renders the later-claimed invention 
obvious is not sufficient to meet the written description requirement of 35 USC 112, first paragraph. 
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
